On 7th July, 1964, a Customs Preventive party, headed by Shri Murugayyan, 
was patrolling the coastal areas of Vizhunthamavadi and Koilpathu In a depart¬ 
mental catamaran. At about l'OO a.m., they noticed two high-powered mechanised 
launches, which, on being directed to stop, started speeding away. The party there- 
upon Rave hot chase. When attempts to stop the launches by signals etc. failed, 
Shrl Murugayyan ordered opening of fire on them. The first launch stopped after 
9 rounds were fired, and the second after 5 rounds. The party took possession of 
the launches valued at abodt Rs. 42,730/- (the crew were seen throwing the contra¬ 
band into the sea before the party could board the vessels). In pursuing the high 
powered mechanised launches in a catamaran, Shri Murugayyan displayed a high 
degree of courage, resourcefulness and grit and accomplished Ills task without any 
consideration for his personal safety.

On 29th April, 1963, after a great deal of preliminary work and planning, a patrol 
party waited on the sea shore of Etamukkala near Ongole in Guntur District to 
seize certain goods which were being smuggled from Ceylon. At about 6.00 A.M., 
the party noticed a launch on the high seas and enticed It to approach the shore. 
As the launch neared the shore, Shaik Lateef proceeded in a catamaran to meet it, 
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in the guise of a fisherman. He led the crew of the launch to believe that he was 
himself an agent of the smuggler and succeeded in getting goods valued at 
Rs. 2,73,000/- unloaded on the shore. The slightest suspicion on the part of the 
smuggler would have cost him his life. During the risky manoeuvres on the open 
sea, Shaik Lateef actually slipped accidentally into the sea but was fortunately 
rescued. The seizure was thus affected with great daring, initiative and even at the 
risk of life.
